Food Drive for Harvest Hope

Amaretto Christmas Pudding

12 slices white bread, 9 egg yolks 5 ounces whole milk
crust removed 4 ounces Amaretto 15 ounces heavy cream

4 ounces unsalted 5 ounces castor (fine) sugar 3 ounces slivered almonds
butter softened 1 vanilla bean 1 teaspoon powdered sugar

Preheat oven 350 degrees and spray a 2 quart baking dish. In a mixing bowl wish together
eggs and sugar.  Add Amoretto.

Split the vanilla bean and add to the milk and cream in a sauce pan. Bring to a simmer and
pour over egg mixture stirring constantly.  Scrape vanilla bean and discard hull.

Cut slices of bread in triangles, generously butter each slice and arrange in baking dish.
Pour custard over the bread making sure all bread is soaked and allow to sit for 20 minutes.
Top with almonds.

Place baking dish in a pan of hot water and put it in the preheated oven. Bake 30 minutes
until pudding is set like creme brûlée. Allow it to cool slightly and dust with powdered sugar.
Serve warm with whipped cream and fresh berries. 

Fool Proof Fudge

3 cups semi-sweet chocolate chips ½ to 1 cup chopped nuts (optional)
1 (14 oz) can sweetened condensed milk 1 ½ teaspoons vanilla extract
Dash of salt

Line an 8 or 9 inch square pan with foil or waxed paper, extending the paper over the edges
of the pan.

Melt chocolate chips with sweetened condensed milk and salt in a heavy saucepan over low
heat. (Or microwave in a 1-quart glass container, slowly, until chips are melted.) Remove from
heat. Stir in nuts (if desired) and vanilla. Spread evenly in prepared pan.

Chill 2 hours or until firm. Remove from pan by lifting edges of foil. Carefully peel foil from the
bottom of the fudge before cutting to ensure all small pieces of fudge are removed. Store in an
airtight container.

This is a very versatile recipe. Any type of nuts can be used. Dark chocolate chips can be
used rather than semi-sweet, or a combination of both. I’ve also used the lower fat version of
sweetened condensed milk.

Sweet Potato Casserole

3 cups cooked South Carolina 1 egg beaten 2 Tablespoons flour  
grown sweet potatoes 1 cup sugar 1 stick melted butter

1 teaspoon vanilla ¼ cup milk 1 teaspoon cinnamon

Mix and bake in 9x13" casserole for 40 minutes 350 degrees

Top with:
1 cup brown sugar
1 cup Certified South Carolina Grown pecans, chopped
½ stick melted butter

Spread over hot potatoes and bake an additional 10 minutes.

Collard Greens

Washed, torn and chopped collard greens 2 tablespoons cider vinegar
½ to ¾ cup bacon or ham (optional or add to taste)

(or add as much as you would like) Salt or seasoned salt to taste
Smoked turkey wing is also an option Ground red pepper to taste
½ cup diced onion (optional) ½ teaspoon garlic (optional)
1 tablespoon white / brown sugar Some recipes call for 3 cups chicken broth

(or add to taste) (optional)

Cook bacon or ham over medium-high heat in large stock pot until crisp. Remove bacon from
pot, reserving drippings. Crumble bacon or dice ham; then return to pot along with other
seasonings. You may wish to gradually add collards before liquid to stir around in pot before
adding chicken broth and/or water. Add broth and/or water, enough to cover collards. Bring to a
boil, cover, reduce heat, and simmer 1 1/2 to 3 hours, or until tender. Add seasonings to taste
as you cook.

Adam’s story is unique in that he is a first generation farmer. Modern technology
and equipment were vital for his optimal productivity. His greatest investment
went toward poultry houses that allow turkeys to walk, eat and drink freely.

“I never thought I could afford the land, but the turkey houses have helped.
I couldn’t afford to pay for the farm without them,” he said.

Adam pointed out that a lot of farmers are aging, but new farmers are having a
hard time taking over a farm or getting into the business because they can’t
afford mounting taxes. He recently received a property tax appraisal that was
much higher than state law prescribes for ag use – and far exceeded his budget
for the year. 

At the heart of this issue is determining whether the county has the right to
(a) assess farm structures at fair market value separately from the property upon
which they sit, or whether   (b) the value of the structures is already included in
the rate prescribed for agricultural real property. The tax assessor can select a
different tax rate for buildings based on factors like materials, design or the age
of the structure.

The escalated assessment on Adam’s poultry farm was an unexpected blow
that could bring their operation to a halt. As is all too often the case, decision
makers who aren’t familiar with agriculture may inadvertently place additional
hardship on a family farm with the stroke of a pen.

“People are deciding your life,” Adam’s mother Ann said, adding that outsiders
are changing Adam and Jessica’s life by interpreting laws inconsistently. His
father said that the couple is not asking for a free ride. “They’re just asking for
what is fair.”

With the culmination of recent weather events, agricultural communities are
asking: How do we help existing farmers stay above water, and how do we
support new farmers who are eager to dive into the ag industry?

Adam offered some suggestions that could help save struggling farmers. First,
fair and consistent tax treatment is necessary for farm planning. New technology
and innovation should be encouraged, but higher taxes are a deterrent, he said. 

“When farmers are not able to sustain operations due to taxes and regulations,
they get out of the business. And fewer farms means less produce, more food
miles, greater logistical challenges, a larger carbon footprint – which all lead to
higher prices for consumers.”

Without proper attention to issues like taxes, regulations and insurance, South
Carolina will continue to lose farmland necessary to support the state’s largest
industry-- agribusiness.

Today’s agriculture is one of the most innovative industries in the world.  The
SC AgriBiz & Farm Expo next month will again be focusing on innovation and
technology.

These clinics will
involve a variety of companies with precision ag equipment,
tools and processes.  

The educational sessions will also feature some special
innovations. Steven Valencsin, founder and CEO of
GROWERS, will be speaking on “Data‐Driven Farming:  Making
Your Farm Data Work for You.”

Steven graduated from North Carolina State University’s
Agriculture Institute with degrees in crop production and
agricultural business management.  He was president of
Southern Soil & Water Inc., a private soil-testing laboratory,
before combining his passions for soil and farming by founding
GROWERS in 2011. In addition to having spent time in
Nicaragua, working with local farmers to improve soil conditions
and increase food production, Steven farms several hundred
acres of corn, wheat and soybeans in Guilford County, N.C. 

He will share ways to use on-farm data more effectively, thus
improving the farm’s bottom line.  This outstanding educational
session will begin at 10:30 a.m. Thursday. 

Other sessions include a cattle clinic, CAMM certification, Small Farmer
Symposium, the Taste of SC, SC AgriBiz Youth Day, the Commissioner’s
Breakfast, SC Food Truck Rodeo and much more.

Farmers will have the opportunity to visit with each
of them on a one-on-one basis to find ways to help improve efficiency on the
farm.
